on the North Vietnamese capital s 
major airfield, then streaked to the 
major port city of Haiphong and 
blasted its main thermal power

U.S. command spokesmen said 
the 320 raids Monday over the North 
included a second consecutive day of 
attacks on the Xuan Mai military 
training area 15 miles southwest of 
Hanoi Jet pilots also dumped bombs 


on the Doan Lai storage area 10 
miles northwest of Haiphong and 
reported seeing “ a large rod fireball 
about 50 feet in diam eter, followed 
by heavy black smoke.” 
Navy 
pilots told 
debriefing 
Officers that their bombs caused 
“ numerous secondary explosions’ 
in the attacks on the Xuan Mai 
training 
area 
Pilots 
reported 
destroying four bridges, scores of 
ground installations and vehicles, 
eight surface-to-air (SAM) canms 
ters, three SAM launchers and one

The U.S. command said today Air

bombers dropped a single 1,100 
pound “ Walleye ' blockbuster bomb 
on tin* boiler house generator at the* 
city’s mam thermal power plant just 
a mile from the port 
The command said the close in 
strikes were an attem pt to further 
cripple North Vietnam ’s economy 
and war making capacity Seven of 
the country’s port w aters have been 
mined for two months and air 
strikes into the North occur almost 
daily 
Radio Hanoi, monitored in Saigon, 


claimed five U S jets were shot 
down in Monday s raids and said 
another six were knocked out today 
as other tighter 'bombers carried out 
new raids on Hanoi 
The U.S. command, in line with its 
regular policy, refused comment on 
the radio’s claim Spokesmen also 
refused to say whether Hanoi was 
attacked again today 
The command did say, however, 
that an Air Force F4 Phantom jet 
crashed from “ unknown causes” in 
a raid last Wednesday about 50 


miles northwest of Hanoi and the 
two crewmen art* listed as missing

McGovern still short of delegates

Sen. George S. McGovern’s strategists expect him to 
corral enough delegates either today or Wednesday for a 
first-ballot victory at the Democratic National Convention 
McGovern needs 1.509 delegates to get the Democratic 
presidential nomination at Miami Beach starting July 10.

1,510.5 by his own count, but his headquarters then made a 
recheck and he came up 17 short with 1.492 75. 


The reason for the miscount, McGovern aides said, was 
that some of the uncommitted black delegates who came 
out for the South Dakota senator Monday had been counted 
twice. 
But Rick Stems, the McGovern delegate counter, said he 
expected the front-runner to get the necessary delegates 
either today or Wednesday. 


While his staff members totaled up the delegates, 
McGovern continued a six-state tour of the Southwest and 
South, attempting to build his strength in an area where he 
considers himself weak and pick up a few more delegates in 
the process He appeared Monday in Oklahoma City and 
San Antonio.

Hikers 'did everything wrong' 


YELLOWSTONE 
NATIONAL PARK. 
Wyo. (U P I)—From the time they hitchiked 
into Yellowstone National Park, Phillip 
"Crow” Bradberry and Harry Walker did 
"everything wrong,” says assistant Park 
Superintendent Vernon Hennesay. 
Park officials said the two Alabama men 
camped in an off-limits area and left open 
food at their campsite when they went 
hiking—an invitation to hungry bears. 
When they returned, a 400-pound grizzlev 
was rummaging about the campsite, it 
killed Walker, 25, Anniston, Ala He was 
the first person killed by a grizzly at 


Yellowstone in 30 years, and the fourth in 
the park’s history. 
Hennesay said Bradberry, of Oxford, 
Ala , and Walker had "done everything 
wrong.” 


He said they should not have camped in 
the prohibited area and should not have left 
a dirty campsite while they went hiking 


Bradberry said Monday that he and 
Walker came upon the grizzly about 1 a.m. 
Sunday "Harry heard it first and when he 
shined his flashlight on the bear it was 
right on top of us

During the initial five-year phase-in 
period, the program would cost $1 billion 
The program would allow parents to send 
their four-year oid children to school in the 


same way that five-year-olds now may be 
sent to kindergarten 
However. Riles has said the thrust of the 
program is to revamp teaching methods in 
the lower grades. 
He has said local school districts would 
be encouraged to use parents, trained aides 
and volunteers in classrooms to reduce the 
pupil-adult ratio from about 30-1 currently 
to about 10-1 
Although objecting to the $1 billion 
appropriation, Roy Bell, deputy director of 
the Finance Department, praised the con 
cept of Riles’ plan, saying it "would

The Texas girl 
with a California 
cold at Hancock 


One morning last week Carlene Watkins rehearsed in the dance studio at 
Allan Hancock College. The 20-year-old Texas girl preferred to be nowhere 
else at this time in her life, but she ought to have been in bed 
Carlene had a cold. 
On this day, the first dance rehearsal for “George M was scheduled on 
the call board outside in the hallway. Jim Corti 
lead actor and 
choreographer for the musical production, grabbed Carlene by the hand as 
she stood alone near the door and walked her to the middle of the shellacked 
hardwood floor They began dancing in the mirrored wall, his arms around 
her waist 
Soon four other dancers fell in They all danced as Joel Grey sang 
“Twentieth Century Love’’ in the stereo Corti gave directions, made 
changes, arranged steps, movements: 
"1 don’t like that. . . ” 
“We go around them 
“Hold it Lets do that again 
Carlene listened to Corti attentively, and she formed faces in the mirror 
with any errors she stepped Hers is a face many girls must envy - dark 
eyes; clear olive skin, close, even teeth. Earlier that morning her face 
knew anger But a few hours later she admitted it was for a silly reason 
A roommate had cooked popcorn in the pan used for boiling coffee and tea 
water (There are only two pans in the household i 
Maybe it wasn’t really the greasy pan which caused Carlene s anger 
totally. Maybe her cold contributed 
“I really feel terrible,” she said before leaving the house for the 
Performing Arts Center campus theatre 
Her cold was about five days old and the first thing she did that morning, 
after checking the call board, was to make a return visit to the campus 
doctor He diagnosed her symptoms again as the “California garbage , an 
illness many out-of-state visitors experience due to climate differences 
Carlene described the present weather in Santa Maria as a Texas winter 
“ It was 102 when we left Austin,” she remembered 
The University of Texas is located in Austin Carlene is a junior there, 
majoring m drama She and Tara Ujewenstern, a present roommate were 
two students who passed the audition conducted by Donovan Marley, 
director of the drama department at Hancock, last April at UT 
The Austin audition was one of six regional auditions Marley held last 
spring at colleges and universities across the U S , during which 850drama 
students tried out His objective had remained constant in the past seven 
years That is, assemble the most proven and talented students in 16 states 
and Canada, hire creative and capable directors, designers, and managers, 
and produce a repertory theatre of the highest respect as well as quality, 
calling it the Pacific Conservatory of the Performing Arts (PCPA) Marley 
is the producer 
Technically, PCPA is an eight unit junior college course In signifc ance, 
the company ranks as the London Koyal Ballet of the academic theatrical 
world 


For that reason, Carlene drove from Texas (with T ara»to California She 
wanted to work and study in the area she hopes to become her life’s 
profession. 
“ Acting is a job. I want it to be my life’s work like my father has his work 
I want it to be my profession. I want it to support me,” she said 


In the dance studio, Corti sang “Twentieth Century Love” at half tempo. 
A young man with black hair and moustache accompanied him on the piano 
Carlene, Corti, and the four dancers repeated step sequences. They 
stopped, and as Corti talked to the piano player, Carlene recovered a few 
cherry flavored vitamin C tablets from her purse. Yesterday she bought a

bottle of 500 tablets and a day later nearly a third of the bottle was gone 
“One day I ate a whole bottle of them They taste good, 
she confessed 
pleasantly 
The dancers regrouped F or Carlene, working helped her in two ways It 
made her feel better, as the cold would then lose its annoyance temporarily 
And temporarily, for the summer, she could forget about her future 
“ It scares me to death 
she will admit about the anticipation ol 
graduating Should she attend graduate school, stalling the inevitable7 Aim 
for a teaching job in an American school in Europe Or, do what she wants 


to do, what she has been training to do, act Only she believes “the 
possibility for actors to find work in America is limited 
Carlene was confused and lost during her sophomore year before she 
auditioned for Marley. She went around asking herself can I do anything? 
Am I worth anything? Can I act? 
PCAP, for the meantime, was a remedy to her insecurities 


The dance rehearsal ended Carlene picked up her purse and the script 
and chorus book for “George M ’. A white piece of making tape with the 
name “ Ethel” written across was taped to the script cover Ethel is a 
leading part in the Cohan show which starts July 9 It is Carlene's part. 
PCPA presents five plays this summer directed by five different 
directors. All possess respected academic and professional credentials. 
Carlene also claims a small roll in “Cyrano De Bergerac”, in addition to 
performing the duties of a production secretary to “The Importance of 
Being Earnest. ” 
Her workload represents the typical workload of her fellow students 
Before leaving campus for lunch. Carlene reviewed the call board again, 
“ something you have to do 50 times a day 
She noted a “George M cast 
meeting at 1:50 
Carlene rooms with two other girls, besides Tara, in a well-worn house 
opposite the campus. Each pays $50 a month rent. Her roommates include 
Sharon Lear, 20, and Eileen Dolan, 20 
Lunch is time of their own in a 9 a m to 11:10 p.m. daily schedule 
demanded by the PCPA curriculum. Sunday morning is free time. 
“Thats when you’re supposed to bathe, do your laundry, wash your hair, 
and slit your wrists,” according to Sharon, a Fullerton Junior College 
student 
That afternoon Sharon, distressed but jovial, was out of food and money 
Her grandmother’s five dollar a week donation for food this summer was 
late Unlike her roommates, Sharon couldn t secure a PCPA scholarship, 
although her father isn’t living with the family 
PCPA students work 70 hours a week and are without time for a part-time 
job Sharon would borrow money from Eileen if transportation was 
available to a grocery store 
Eileen, a Diyola University drama student, asked a long distance 
information operator for an address in Chicago Her grandparents’ 50th 
w<*dding anniversary was next month and she didn t have their address to 
send a card 
Carlene called a number in Texas Her boyfriend, also a drama student, 
opened in an original play at the UT theater that night, and she wanted a 
triend to deliver a pizza to him after his performance No answer 
Tara ate cottage cheese and told how she spent the morning stripping 
stage furniture 


Carlene returned to campus Along the route, she recalled that Sharon 
replaced another roommate The roommate became homesick u[>on arrival 
in ( aliforma and left soon after 
Carlene had sympathized with the girl, for she was homesick too In fact,

Fishing at peak 
on Central Coast 


By M. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Fishing in the central coast area is at a peak Salmon, 
hnth silvers and Chinooks are present in numbers, and 
within easy access of the shore. Any place between the Red 
Light and Pismo pier seems to be the spot, with 
commercial fishermen working deeper water. 
For six days ( ending Friday) the total number of boats 
launched from the Harbor Associates facility at Port San 
Luis was 109, with 338 fish tallied in, three fish per boat, a 
good record if ever there was one 
So evervone appears to be contented, and lone mav it 
last The party boat A B C. has averaged better than two 
fish per customer over the last week The Pico appears to 
be laid up, but the Islander is knocking the bottom tish 
hard. Being a big boat, it can take the trip to Point Sal and 
get amongst the big ling and cow cod, for which the area is 
noted. This is too much of a trip for the average sports 
fishing, with the weather roughing up quickly, making iui <* 
very unpleasant return trip. 
The Chinooks are getting larger, with plenty in the 20 
pound class. One lunker checked in at Port San Luis that 
ran over 40 pounds! Silvers are holding their own, 
averaging about six pounds. 
Further south we have reports that fishing out of the 
Ventura area is good, with lots of calico bass, and some 
white sea bass beginning to show up. 
The kelp in the Goleta area is also giving some good 
fishing. This kelp has for years been a wonderful fishing 
ground. We worked it for years out of El Capitan with a 
small boat that we used to row out to sea and drift, and 
rarely missed catching something 
Halibut fishing inside the kelp beds was excellent, with 
plenty of the “ flatties” going over 20 pounds, and from all 
accounts the area from Goleta to above El Capitan is 
coming into its own again. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
With a shortage of water in some lakes, bass fishing has 
been excellent. Many trees and brushy areas are now being 
disclosed, and carefully worked plugs are accounting for 
lots of bass, especially in both Casita and Cachuma Lakes. 
Fishing is good at Lake Nacimiento, with the large 
mouths holding the center of attraction These fish are in 
deep water dtiring the day, move into the shallows in the 
early morning and late evenings, and responding to 
imitation crippled shad lures worked around the exposed 
stumps and trees White bass are breaking the surface, and 
a well aimed small spoon or spinner will achieve results. 
Catf ishing good with lots of whites and some channels being 
weighed in. Live night crawlers or dead shad will usually 
bring some action. 
Crappie fishing slow The fish are scattered. They can be 
found by working the brush with feather jigs. 
Water temperature is 77 degrees at the surface, and 70 at 
22 feet. Days calm, with gentle afternoon breeze. 
Margarita Lake still on the slow side, with a few nice 
bass taken in the early mornings. Lots of very small 
bluegill, with a few crappie. Catfishing quiet. Here, as at 
other lakes, the low water is helping the angler by exposing 
some brush and trees that are haunts of bass and other 
warm water fish. 
Not much planting of trout in the area Ventura County, 
Reyes and Upper Sespe Creeks stocked, and the lower 
Nacimiento River in S.L.O. County. The DFG will make a 
planting prior to the holiday, after that there will be no 
more stocking this water due to water releases being 
sharply cut back after July 4. 
The DFG announced that it is stocking 200,000 silver 
salmon in the Navarro and Ten Mile Rivers in Mendicino 
this month The fish are all fingerlmgs from the new Mad 
River Hatchery, and will be divided equally between the 
two rivers. They will be stocked in the upper ends of the 
tidewater lagoons, and grow to larger size before migrating 
to the open sea. While this is no doubt a good intention, it 
would be of interest to find out what percentage of the 
fingerlings grow to adult size. They have many months of a 
tough and hard life to get that far! 
Should vou catch a peculiar looking fish that looks like a 
cross between an eel and a catfish, it may be an aruna 
Such a varmit was caught in Lake Berryessa and turned 
into the DFG for identification. It was identified as a 
member of the osteoglossidae family, a native of the 
Amazon, and voracious feeder that grows to 3 feet long. 
Biologists are of the opinion it was planted in the lake when 
it got too big for someone’s aquarium The problem now is 
“ Are there any more arunas in Lake Berryessa9 and what 
do they eat? 
HUNTING 
License fees will be increased July 1, the DFG reminds 
California hunters, and the new regulations will also go into 
effect at that time. The license fee increase, along with a 
new schedule of fees for sport fishing, was approved by the 
state legislature last year. The new fishing fees went into 
effect as of January 1. 
Fees include junior hunters license $2, up from $1, 
resident $6 up from $4, resident deer tag $.1 up from $2, non­ 
resident deer tag *25, up from *10 Other tags remain as 
before.

Nixon's new New World 


Almost a century and a half ago a British 
Foreign Minister, George Fanning said: “ 1 
called the New World into existence to 
redress the balance of the old." The 
Christian Science Monitor suggests that 
President Richard Nixon could with good 
reason repeat the phrase today. 
What the President has accomplished in 
less than a year is accepted even by his 
nominal opponents as a tour de force in 
foreign policy Re has in effect created a 
three power world in which the United 
States has at least the advantage of 
greater room tor diplomatic maneuver 
and more flexibility in what it can do in its 
world relations. 
Bet ore Peking and Moscow it was a two- 
power world in which Russia had a very 
pronounced 
advantage 
due 
to 
our 
involvement in Vietnam. Now China has 
emerged, to the distress of many, but to 
the satisfaction of those who understand 
the value of balance in world power.

As the Monitor comments, the United 
States is now on easy and what diplomats 
call “correct" terms with China as well as 
with Russia. China has that relationship 
only with us. So does Russia; which in 
something less than diplomatic languages 
puts us in the catbird seat 


Additionally, Mr Nixon has been able to 
restore some of our standings with the 
West Furopean Nations, and has kept our 
relations with Japan from deteriorating 
totally.

Because he is the President and 
thus the pace-setter of the nation, 
Mr Nixon invariably will get some 
of the blame And while he may very 
well be the most effective President 
we have had since Harry S Truman, 
there are very few who can, with a 
straight face compare him to the 
philosopher-kmgs There is just not 
much poetry in that button down

Indeed, those who laughably pass

A letter to SP 


This letter was written last week 
to Mr J G. Shea, General Public 
Relations Manager of the Southern 
Pacjfic, 
a 
long 
tim e friend, 
in 
answer to a copy of a letter sent to 
him by Mr. Thruston, the L.A. 
superintendent. 
I 
thought 
my 
readers would like to read it and 
know that the Record is doing all it 
can, too. 
Dear Jim: I am afraid the closing 
of Surf to the public has become a 
“cause celebre” in the community 
and so naturally I am involved in it 
too My first reaction to the news of 
its closing was “Get in touch with 
Jim Shea” . I figured that you would 
know all about it Unfortunately you 
didn’t and even at this point are not 
aware of some of the facts of the 
case 
My editor, Harry Crompe, gave 
me your letter and the copy of the 
one from Mr. Thruston and since 
Harry is going on vacation, he has 
turned the matter over to me. Some 
of the information given you by your 
superintendent is not right so I will 
fill you in Not that it makes that 
much difference but the manner in 
which it was handled was, in my 
opinion, not very tactful. 
The information concerning the 
building of the steps to the beach is 
wrong The steps were built by the 
members of the Lompoc Civic Club 
in the mid-20’s as a public service 
project to replace the ricketty stairs 
that had been in use previously. 
The area on which the steps were 
placed was leased from the S.P.Co. 
and a yearly rent was paid to them 
The historical records are vague 
about when the arrangement was 
terminated; probably at the time 
that the Civic Club went out of 
existence. The steps were built to 
accom m odate the public so they 
could get to the beach for recreation 
and fishing, not for the convenience 
of the railroad em ployees who lived 
there, 
as 
he 
said. 
I 
cannot 
remember when we have not been 
able to cross the tracks and get to 
the beach and I have been here a 
long time. The beach is not used 
occasionally, it is used every day 
and 
is 
an excellent surf-fishing 
beach 
Fish 
cannot 
be 
caught 
further down, near the mouth of the 
river 
I 
conferred 
with 
the 
County 
Supervisor about the request from 
the County for your company to fix 
the steps He said that to the best of 
his knowledge the request was the 
result of a Letter to the Editor in the 
Record from one lady, complaining 
about the condition of the steps 
Perhaps someone got a splinter in 
their foot because the ties are 
getting a bit worn after all these 
years, but that is the rub of the 
green, as they say on the links! 
As for the number of cars parked 
around your station house, I am sure 
that 50 cars would have a hard time 
getting in there and 500 is utterly 
ridiculous 
Just looking at the area would tell 
you that I really doubt whether Mr 
Thruston has ever been to Surf or he 
would know better 
Mr 
Crompe, 
who fishes there, agrees that the 
litter has increased and is had, but 1 
have also two eye witnesses to tin* 
fact 
that 
your 
own 
em ployees 
opened the back door and dumped a 
wastebasket out on tin* ground 
I do not agree that this action has 
not 
caused 
the* 
public 
any 
inconvenience 
Ocean 
Park 
is 
available but il does not serve the* 
sam e purpose 
Corny as it may 
seem , the* public likes to sit and 
watch the trains go by Is this bad*' 
Also, the- beach and the dunes are 
more accessible from Surf than 
from the* park 
And it depends on 
how you figure your geometry as to 


which one is closer to Lompoc An 
interesting side-light to this whole 
thing is that at the tim e the Navy 
base, Pt Arguello, was opened, the 
Air Force was going to close the 
entire beach area One of the Navy 
oificers who had become close to 
the community, took up the fight on 
the side of the people who love the 
beach and made an arrangement 
with the military so that it would be 
closed only during the tim e of a 
m issile firing. They even moved 
your people into town while the 
countdown and shot took place, 
which was thoughtful of them. 


Now to look at your side of the 
question. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the public has abused 
their privilege of access. And they 
have littered (so what else is new). 
And the more I deal with them, the 
more stupid I believe som e of them 
are. What parent in their right mind 
would let a child play around and 
under 
freight cars? 
Who 
would 
deliberately 
park 
a car on the 
tracks? I think they probably got 
their cars hung up on the tracks 
when they attempted to drive over 
them, which they had no right to do. 
But again, the eternal question is 
asked. Should the entire community 
be denied the easy access to a 
popular recreation area because of 
the abuse of the privilege by a few 9 


The Supervisor told me the question 
of the right of public access after 
being used for five years is being 
investigated 
As for the townspeople having 
previous 
know ledge 
of 
your 
impending action because it had 
been discussed for several years; 
we are not mind readers and unless 
things that affect our community 
are discussed with us, we have no 
way of knowing I am sure that if the 
people had been warned in some 
way, perhaps by a notice of intention 
in 
the 
Record, 
that unless the 
situation changed for the better Surf 
would be closed, you would not have 
had to erect your fence and gate 
I am sorry if I am saying some 
strong things in a strong way, but 
you have no idea what an uproar the 
closing has caused. In fact, there 
have been several groups who have 
threatened 
to 
tear 
down 
the 
barricade or put old cars on the 
tracks. 
Luckily 
calm er 
heads 
dissuaded them trom touowing up 
on their ideas. This is no way to 
approach the matter, they were 
told It all com es down to a case of a 
lack of communication. I sincerely 
hope that you can do something to 
repair 
the 
relationship 
between 
Southern Pacific and the citizens of 
Lompoc, who need your services.
